Colonel Clsinovitch com- 
plained at tho undemocratic be- 
haviour of the Government bf 
the German Democratic Re- 
public in sending policemen to 
turn the members of an oMfcially 
accredited Allicd Mission out of 
their living quarters on the 
grounds that their presenco was 
a menace fo the German 
Democratic Republic. 

He added that the conditions 
of the accreditation of tho 
Allied Missions to the four oc- 
cupying powers Ruarantecd 
{them freedom of movement 
throughout the four sectora of 
the city. 

The note pointed out that 
Yugoslavia did not recognise
